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RULES   AND    IIKGULATIONS. 


I.    OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 


1.  ITc  ?h;i11  he  rofjanled  as  iho  IIe;«d  of  the  whole  estiihlish- 
nien'f,  of  which  he  shall  have  tiie  chief  and  general  Huperin- 
tendeiice  iiixirr  tin  l)',rrrtori^,x\\A  .-hall  bo  respected  and  obeyed 
as  sMch  by  all  persons  in  the  house. 

2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  watch  over  and  superintend  the 
Institution  in  all  itri  details  ;  to  instruct  the  pupils  ;  t3  superni. 
tend  their  religious  and  moral  tiaining;  lo  see  that  the  teucherr* 
are  diliL'ont  an.l  faithful  in  the  diseharu'o  of  their  duties,  both 
in  the  "school-room  and  otherwise  ;  and  he  shall  take  special 
care  that  everything  shall  be  dune  with  propriety,  order,  and 

regularity.  .  .  ,    ,. 

3.  He  shall  have  power  to  correct  or  otherwise  punish  the 
pupils  in  a  suitable  and  temperate  manner.  Instances  of  fla- 
grant delimpienev  — as  of  obstinate  or  incorrigible  insubordi- 
n;,tion  — shall  be  laid  before  the  Directors,  to  be  dealt  with  as 
they  shall  see  fit  to  determine. 

4  He  shall,  every  day,  perform  — or,  in  his  necessary  ab- 
fionce,  cause  one  of  the  teachers  to  perform  —  morning  and 
evening  devotions  in  the  Institution,  at  such  hours  as  shall  be 
deemed  suitable  ;  and  shall  see  that  no  inmate  of  the  establish- 
ment is  absent  therefrom  without  satisfactory  reason. 

5.  He  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Directors  on  the  number 
and  «tate  of  the  school,  the  general  conduct  of  the  pupils,  and 
any  iher  matters  relating  to  them  that  require  to  be  attended 
to  —  it  being  undertood  that  if  anything  of  importance  should 
occur  in  the'' meantime,  he  shall  immediately  give  information 
on  the  subject  to  one  of  the  Directors,  or,  if  advisable,  to  the 
Board  generally. 


6.  lie  shall  soo  that  proper  supervision  in  exurciHed  over  the 
male  pupih  at  muuls  urid  in  times  of  recreation  ;  uh  ubo  at  the 
hours  of  retiring  to  rest,  and  of  rising  in  the  morning, — so  that 
everything  may  ho  <lone  with  decency,  cloanlineas  and  order. 

7.  The  key.s  of  the  gates  and  doors  shall  he  under  his  charge, 
hut  he  may  entrust  certain  keys  i  such  otticers  as  he  n)ay  see 
fit.  The  outer  doors  of  the  Institution  to  be  locked  at  teu 
o'clock,  1'.  M.,  and  the  keys  delivered  to  him. 

H  No  metnher  of  the  estalilishmcnt  shall,  on  any  pretence, 
leave  the  Institution  without  his  pormissiou  or  that  of  the 
Matron 

9.  lie  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Male  Teacher,  havo 
charge  of  the  wardrohe  of  the  boys,  tx;:.pt  the  linens  and 
slurhinijK — frei)  lontly  examine  their  ii*  'he »,  and  see  that  they 
are  in  terms  of  the  rules  .^  t'.  "st  >>l!:!  Indent, -n*!  in  good 
order.  He  shall  al.so  take  th'^  supernitendence  of  the  whole 
buildings,  and  everything  eh  •  ■?7ii''in  the  ..oundi  of  the  Insti- 
tution, and  communicaie  with  the  Directors,  when  neccis^r^ 
giving  immediate  notice  to  t''':..i  o  ^:3y  r'^puir-  *.:at  ulv  be 
needed, 

10.  Ho  shall  have  the  power  of  ordering  the  bootcs,  prtK'los 
of  stationery,  &c  ,  required  Cor  the  Instilution,  with  ibc  sanction 
of  the  Directors 

11.  He  shall  prepare  an  inventory  of  the  whole  apparatus  of 
the  school,  and  hhall  likewise  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the 
boy.s'  clothing,  and  of  all  other  su})plies  placed  un''or  his  charge ; 
such  account  to  l)e  submitted  to  the  inspection  of  the  Directors 
when  re(|uired. 

12.  If  he  shall,  at  any  time,  o  under  any  difficulty  in  car- 
rying out  or  enforcing  these  regulatiotis,  or  if  any  case  shall 
occur  which  is  not  provided  for  in  them,  he  shall  act,  in  the 
exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  as  he  thinks  best,  till  he  has  an 
opportunity  of  consulting  with  the  Directors. 


II.    OF  THE  MATRON  AND  HEE  DUTIES. 


1.  She  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  whole 
Establishment,  for  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  which  she 
shall  be  held  responsible.     Ab  head  of  the  female  part  of  the 


•itobliithmcnt,  she  Hhnll  have  special  authority  over  all  the 
•ervantH  nml  ^irJH  in  the  huuKr\  who  Mimll  obey  hur  in  tho  por* 
fofinunco  of  her  «luiies.  She  shall  ho  rogulur  and  t'xemplury 
in  her  own  conduct,  and  tako  particular  euro  that  the  Hcrvunts 
attend  faitliCully,  hor.ostly,  and  properly  to  their  duties. 

"2.  8lu!  ^hull  KUperintend  generally  tho  conduct  and  behaviour 
of  the  female  pupiU  ;  and  n\\o  ^hall  ho  careful  in  .seconding  tho 
efforts  of  the  Principal  for  the  good  govornment  and  welfare  of 
the  Ini;titution. 

Ji,  She  fshall  exercise  a  faithful  supervision  over  the  girls  at 
meals,  at  work,  and  recreation ;  as  also  at  iho  hours  of  retiring 
to  rest  and  of  rising  in  the  morning,  —  so  that  everything  may 
be  done  with  decency,  propriety,  cleanliness,  and  onler. 

4.  She  shall  at  all  times  have  a  carcru!  eye  to  the  state  of 
health  of  tho  pupils,  male  as  well  as  female  ;  and  on  any  case 
of  sickness  occurring,  give  notice  to  the  Principal,  that  the 
necessary  medical  aid  may  be  at  once  procured. 

5.  She  shall  attend  to  tho  domestic  comfort  of  tho  Principal, 
and  comply  with  his  directions  as  to  his  own  private  board  and 
the  regulation  of  his  apartments, 

0.  Provisions  and  stores  of  all  kinds,  for  tho  use  of  the  Insti- 
tution, shall  be  procured  by  the  Matron,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  Secretary,  from  tho  cont'-actors,  &c,  ;  and  upon  receiving 
them,  she  shall  not  only  satisfy  herself  that  there  '.s  tho  (juan- 
tity  chari^ed  l()r,  but  that  the  quaiity  is  good.  She  shall  keep 
them  under  her  own  care,  and  deliver  only  such  a  quantity  at  a 
time  as  shall  enable  her  to  know  that  it  is  consumed  by  the 
charity.  Books  shall  be  kept  with  every  tradesman  employed,  in 
which  each  arhcle  shall  be  entered  at  the  time  it  is  furnished  ;  and 
she  shall  see  that  nothing  is  lost  or  wasted.  She  shall  regulate 
with  propriety  and  economy  tho  diet  of  the  boarders,  &c.,  and 
she  shall  see  that  all  the  victuals  rcnpiired  for  the  establishment 
arc  cleanly  and  properly  cooked  ;  and  she  shall  be  careful  that 
the  meals  are  provided  as  prescribed  by  tho  diet  table,  and  take 
care  that  they  are  served  at  the  stated  hours. 

7.  She  shall  keep  a  weekly  account  of  the  provisions  con- 
sumed in  the  Institution,  and  also  of  other  necessaries,  and  be 
ready  to  produce  it,  at  any  time,  when  required.  She  shall  also 
have  charge  and  keep  an  inventory  of  the  articles  of  furniture, 
linen,  blankets,  crockery,  &c.,  belonging  to  the  Institution,  as 
well  as  the  wardrobe  of  all  the  pupils  in  the  house,  with  the 
exception  of  the  hoys   cloth  clothes,  caps  and  shoes.

^  5.    He  >hall  also,  rren,  nijhf,  when  they  are  going  to  hed 
visit  their  hed  rooms,  and  see  that  they  are  ail  present,  and  that 
they  .^o  re.^ularly  to  hed,  after  performing  their  private  devo- 
tionsf  also.  that"thoy  fold  or  put  up  their  elothes  as  direeted. 

0  ll.«  shall  take  eare  t-  ho  punetual  in  asse.nhhng  the  pupils 
at  the  stat.-d  hours  of  s.ulv  as  woll  as  a-  the  time  of  morning 
andeveuiuzp.ayers:  au  I  in  the  cenn.,.  he  shall  b.  in  the 
achoul-rooM.wi.U  the  pu/ils  tor  th-.,  purpose  ol  superintending 
au.l  a<.i.>iin,^  iheiu  iu  tlu  revi,iuu  or  preparation  ot  tlieir  pre^ 
scribed  exercises. 


7.  He  ihatl  constantly  nuporinteml  the  pupiln  durini;  thf^ir 
hours  of  rt'cr»*ntion,  to  «»«  that  fht»y  conduct  thiMii^elvcH  with 

1)r(»|>ti«!fy  ;  nSo  tliuf  no  iiii»c!il<'f  ha  thnw  hy  iln'in,  '»iicli  iiii 
)rt»iikinj»  tho  wiri(li»WH,  or  oilicrwin'  injuring  the  projioity  ot  tho 
InNtitution  or  oCnei^hhoiing  huiltiingM. 

B.  Ho  Hhall,  at  !<u<'h  tiniuM  an  the  Princi[*;))  riiuy  direct,  take 
tho  [tupih  out  to  walk,  tind  he  mIiuII  ho  ouiei'ul  to  iniprovu  ull 
iuch  oc'cuMiuns  tor  tho  furlhcrunio  fd  thoir  othuation. 

U.  Kiii'if  Sunflnij  fnriiionn,  (hiring  tho  hours  of  Divine 
Sorvico,  (from  eleven  till  one,)  he  f*hall  u.s?4end»le  tho  |»upih  in 
tho  ••(thooj-rooin,  and  aM-ist  them  in  tho  prcparatior:  of  ihi^  pre- 
serilied  religiouM  lessons;  arxl  in  the  irfniini  he  shall,  when  tho 
weather  is  favorahle,  ueeouipany  such  of  tho  pupils  as  arc 
unaldu  to  tuko  proper  cure  uf  thenii^elvcii  to  somu  plucu  of 
worship. 


IV.    OF  THE  PUPILS.

1.  The  pupils  to  rise  at  six  o'cloi'k,  a.  m  ,  in  s".innier,  and  at 
Heven  o'clock,  a.  m.,  in  winter.  The  ifoniKi'i-  |  upils  to  go  to 
bod  at  nine  o'clock,  i*  M.,  and  the  vhJi-r  at  ten. 

2.  The  [tupils  shall  eonie  into  the  st  hool-rooni  clean  and  neat 
in  their  dress  and  persons  While  in  school  they  shall  he  (juiet, 
orderly  and  dilit^ent  ;  and  they  shall,  at  all  tunrs,  he  obedient 
and  respectful  to  the  Principal,  Matron,  and  Totichers. 

3.  The  whole  of  the  pupils,  when  in  health,  shall  attend 
worship  every  morning  and  evening  at  the  ,'4tattd  hours;  and 
tho  As»i>tant  Teacher  on  duty  shall  see  that  they  an;  all  assfin- 
bled  in  'ood  time,  and  also  that  they  are  clean  and  neat  in  their 
appearance. 

4.  None  of  tho  pupils  shall  on  any  account  go  beyond  tlie 
bounds  of  the  liiMtitution  without  leave  (jlniiined  from  the  I'riti- 
cipal,  or  (in  his  absence,)  the  Matron  ur  Teacher.  The  vkIit 
pU|iils  shall,  with  the  pemiis>ioti  of  the  Principal,  and  within 
certain  limits,  have  the  privilege  of  g'ling  out  occa>i'  ually  by 
themselves;  but  the  i/omiti'')'  pupils  shall  nevi'r  proceed  witiunit 
the  preciiut8  of  the  ln,-t  tntion  unless  accompanied  by  their 
teacher  or  by  one  of  the  senior  pupils. 

5.  During  play  hours  the  puj.iU  shall,  when  the  weather  la 
fiuo,  amuso  thouisulvcs  iu  iho  yard ;  but  wbou  tho  wcuthcr  iii 
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wet  or  i»tonny  thty  nhull  pliiy  wuU't  cctvor.  They  Hlinll  not  h« 
allowi'il  to  jiluy  ill  thu  sfli<»ul«ro«iii  I'tr  f.'ur  of  injttrmg  tho  Mubool 
uppuratus. 

0.  Thti  |>upilN,  both  nuilu  uiui  i'ciiiule,  xlinU  g'.vo  ituob  awis- 
tuiioo  ill  the  work  of  tho  Itif«titu(i(»ii  an  umy  from  time  to  time 
ho  ri!(|uiri<i  <>t*  thfiii  hy  »ho  I'riiH'ipul,  Muiron,  or  ToachiirH. 

7.  Tho  inulo  pupiirt  shiill  not  ho  pfrmittfil  tu  int'-M.lo  upon 
th»'  pnrt  of  lh«  huihlinj^  o<*eupit«l  liy  th«!  Matron  untl  tho  foiiiule 
iiMMiihiTN  of  tho  oHtuhliHhiiuMit,  oxoopt  in  going  tu  vnd  returning 
fr''»n  thoir  niouU,  (»r  whon  they  nmy  have  otcuttion  to  npouk  wi*h 
tho  Principal  or  Matron. 

H.  On  thu  Sulthatli  ovoningn.  «.  ohloi  nupiiH  shall  bo  at 
liberty  to  uo  to  Church  unucccmi.aoieU.  Iho  youn^nr  pupiU 
nhull  not  bo  ollowc'l,  howovor,  to  gc  to  Church  tiy  thuuiselvcs, 
but  ^hall  bo  ('o.i«hu'teil  by  tl.oT  chor,  vho  shall  hoo  that  they 
bclmvo  with  proi^riity  aii>l  decor  in,  not  only  during  divine 
tiorvioo,  but  ul.so   in  j^'iing  to  and  returning  from  tho  placo  of 

worship. 

I).  For  tiie  purposcM  of  healthful  recreation  and  oxercLso  to 
the  pupils,  the  Principa'  hhall  have  u  discretionary  power  to 
relievo  them  oecaHionally  froui  theii  elaHses,  that  thoy  may 
enjoy  thu  benetit  of  u  walk  in  the  country,  or  that  thoy  nmy 
visit  some  place  or  object  of  inte»'tHt  in  the  city,  or  attend  some 
inMtruotivo  exhibition.  lie  shall  take  earo,  however,  that  the 
progress  of  the  classes  i.-  not  impcdc<l  improperly  thereby,  and 
on  every  «ueh  occasion  the  teachers  shall  accompany  the  pui)ilB. 

10.  The  relations  and  friends  of  tho  boarders  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  visit  tl  em  in  the  Institution,  under  such  restrictions 
as  the  Directors  may,  fiom  time  to  tiute,  consider  to  be  neces- 
wiry,  and  at  such  h«)urs  a.s  the  IMincipal  sluJl  ap[)oint ;  and  the 
pupils  shall  also  be  allowed  to  leave  tho  Institution  f)r  tho  pur 
pose  of  visit'ng  their  relations  or  friend.s,  at  such  times  a8   tlu 
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Principal  shall  deem  advisaijie ;  but  tho  hour  at  which  they 
return  to  tho  Institution,  on  these  occasions,  shall  never  b^-  later 
than  six  o'clock,  p.  m.  When  the  pu{)ils  under  14  years  of  age 
arc  to  leave  the  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  their 
friends,  they  must  bo  sent  for  and  brought  back  to  the  Institution 
by  some  responsible  person.
